BORIS BLASTED 
OVER AIR STATS 


BORIS Johnson's strategy on clean 
air has been slammed after a report 
indicated that new taxis are pollut¬ 
ing the air more than older models. 

'Remote sensing of N02 exhaust 
emissions from road vehicles', pro¬ 
duced by the Environemtnal 
research group at Kings College 
London, and funded by Defra, 
claims that new taxis produce more 
than twice the amount of deadly 
fumes that old cabs do. 

Mr Johnson refused to license 
any taxis over 15 years old in 2012 
- forcing cab drivers to pay up to 
£40,000 for new vehicles. 


But the Kings report reads: 
“There is a clear indication that 
absolute levels of N02 emissions 
from taxis manufactured since 
around 2008 have been increasing. 
This is true for the LTI TX4, and 
the Mercedes Vito models. 

“Given the intensity of taxi oper¬ 
ations in the centre of London, the 
increase in levels of N02 emissions 
from the newer taxi fleet is a matter 
of concern for local air quality 
management in general, and N02 
limit values in particular.” 

Environmental campaigner David 
Davis has been campaigning since 


2008 for improvements to air qual¬ 
ity in London. 

He said: “I'm extremely relieved 
that a reliable entity like Defra has 
admitted that the Mayor's strategy 
on clean air has failed. 

“I feel outraged that this has been 
allowed to continue because thou¬ 
sands of people are 
dying.”Commenting on the report's 
findings, its author David Carslaw 
stressed that the benefits of old and 
new taxis was complex and loca¬ 
tion dependent, but he added: “In 
one sense the newer taxis are worse 
than the older ones - for N02, even 


when taking account of the fact 
they emit half the total NOx.” 

Mr Johnson is responsible for 
introducing measures to tackle 
London's poor air quality, which 
has been linked to the death of 
more than 4,000 Londoners. 

The Mayor's office was unavail¬ 
able for comment at the time of 
going to press.Client Earth won its 
appeal to the Supreme Court over 
air pollution, earlier this month. 

The judgement declared that the 
Government is in breach of article 
13 of the EU Air Quality 
Directive. 


Attempt to gag parents over school complaints

PARENTS at a troubled school have been 
warned not to speak out by Barking and 
Dagenham Council. 

They complained to the council - the local 
education authority - about alleged bullying 
and poor leadership at Eastbury Primary 
School - but instead of help they received 


threatening letters. 

An Ofsted inspection last September, which 
found the school 'requires improvements' in all 
sections, did nothing to calm parents' ears. 

The council's director of children's services 
wrote: “I must remind parents and carers that 
making allegations that lack evidence about a 
person could amount to defamation ... and 
may result in legal proceedings,”. 

Parents have been campaigning for improve¬ 


ments at the Dawson Avenue school for 
months but the council has taken limited 
action. 

Oftsed inspectors visited in January and crit¬ 
icised standards. Another inspection earlier this 
month raised further concerns.

‘Dysfunctional’ school 
governors criticised 


AN OFSTED inspector has con¬ 
demned the ‘dysfunctional nature’ 
of governors at the troubled 
Eastbury Primary School. 

The Dawson Avenue school is 
subject to regular visits because it 
was rated ‘requires improvement’ in 
every category after an inspection 
last September. 

On her second monitoring visit on 
May 2 inspector Mary Massey 
reported the governors, who had 
met only once in 18 months, were 
not capable of taking a corporate or 
strategic view, did not support the 
acting head to make improvements 
to the school and were not meeting 
their statutory responsibilities. 

She echoed the words of an inde¬ 
pendent review after the September 
inspection that the the body had a 
‘dysfunctional nature.’ 

Mrs Massey added; “At the time 
of the first monitoring visit in 


January it was expected the gover¬ 
nors would be replaced by an inter¬ 
im executive board by February 1 - 
but three months on it is still the 
responsible authority for the school. 

“Its members, although perhaps 
individually well intentioned lack a 
proper understanding of the corpo¬ 
rate nature of good governance. 

The report added; “Governors did 
not understand good governance 
and are unable to take a corporate or 
strategic view of the school. 

“Results for 11-year-olds are 
below both the national average and 
the local authority average. We are 
investigating allegations about the 
leadership, management and gover¬ 
nance of the school.” 

The Department for education 
was contacted by concerned par¬ 
ents. 

Mr Gove wrote to the council 
putting forward his view on a inter¬ 


im new board on May 16. 

A DfE spokesman said; “This is a 
school which has had a number of 
serious issues for some time. We are 
investigating allegations about the 
leadership, management and gover¬ 
nance of the school.” 

A spokesman for Barking and 
Dagei^am Council said the author¬ 
ity had issued a warning notice to 
the school governing body in 
January, following concerns raised 
by OFSTED and receipt of a com¬ 
missioned review of governance. 

A recommendation was then 
made to the Secretary of State to 
establish an interim board in 
February, but the Secretary of 
State’s final decision on this is still 
awaited. 

He added “Additional governors 
are helping to ensure that the 'dys¬ 
functional nature' of the Governing 
Body is addressed.”

Cameron Geddes, coun¬ 
cil cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “This 
has been a concern for us 
for many years and we 
have been trying to tackle 
it head-on. We consider

Director jailed for 
fiddling the books 


A MANAGING director who cooked the books 
to avoid paying between £300,000 and £500,000 
VAT has been jailed. 

Kemal Gediz, who lives in Walthamstow, delib¬ 
erately under declared sales in his clothing chain, 
failed to pay VAT in full and pocketed £68,000 in 
tax and national insurance contributions from his 
employees. 

The 49-year-old who ran Punkyfish (GB) Ltd, 
was sentenced to 18 months in prison at 
Canterbury Crown Court on Friday, May 17. 

The court heard Gediz, who lives at 
Latchingdon Court, Forest Road, submitted a 
VAT return for Aliko Ltd, trading as Punkyfish, in 
May 2011. 

The return showed sales of £1.2 million for the 
18 month period starting in November 2009. 

HMRC subsequently made a visit to Gediz and 
discovered paperwork showing that sales were in 
fact £7.3 million, some £6 million more than he 
had declared. 

Gediz’s lies had resulted in a VAT underpay¬ 


ment of a sum estimated at between £300,000 and 
£500,000, but further checks revealed that Gediz 
had also failed to file any tax forms or pay the Pay 
As You Earn (PAYE) and National Insurance con¬ 
tributions he had deducted from the salaries of 
approximately 70 staff These contributions 
totalled around £67,600. 

David Margree, Assistant Director, Criminal 
Investigation, at HMRC said; “ Gediz’s idea of 
getting ahead in business was to falsify his 
accounts and steal from his own employees. In 
doing so he deceived not only HMRC and his 
staff, but also the thousands of businesses that 
operate honestly and within the law. 

“HMRC will thoroughly investigate suspected 
tax fraud, and bring enforcement action against 
those who cheat the system,” he added. 

Gediz pleaded guilty to the offences on 
April 9. 

■ Punkyfish operates in around 12 locations, 
mainly in London and the South East, including 
Lakeside at West Thurrock. 


Directors disqualified for six years 


A COUPLE who ran a children's 
playgroup but failed to keep 
proper trading record for almost 
two years, have been disquali¬ 
fied as directors for six years. 

Stuart Charles Pryde and Lisa 
Edwina Pryde, directors of The 
Firehouse Play Centres Limited, 
in Waltham Abbey, were dis¬ 
qualified following an investiga¬ 
tion by the Insolvency Service. 

The company went into liqui¬ 
dation on May 4 2011 owing 
£342,912 to creditors. 

The last annual accounts it 


filed were for the year ending 
August 31 2009, then Mr and 
Mrs Pryde failed to keep any 
proper records to account for the 
company’s trading from 
September 1 2009 to liquidation, 
two years later. 

This meant the liquidator was 
unable to verify the company’s 
expenses for this period, which 
were almost £300,000, or the 
company’s assets, which were 
valued in the last accounts at 
£130,655. 

It has not been possible for the 


liquidator to recover these funds 
to repay the company’s creditors. 

Mark Bruce, a Chief Examiner 
at The Insolvency Service said; 
“The maintenance of a compa¬ 
ny’s financial records is a vital 
responsibility for a director, 
especially when that company is 
experiencing difficulties. 

“This investigation uncovered 
very significant assets that could 
not be explained adequately to 
the liquidator which prevented 
him from doing his job properly 
for the creditors. 


Man who bit police officer spared jail 


A LITHUANIAN man who bit a 
female police officer before 
assaulting a paramedic and her 
male colleague has escaped a 
prison sentence. 

Zygimantas Lekavicius, of 
Lake House Road, Leytonstone, 
pleaded guilty to common 
assault and two counts of 
obstructing police in the execu¬ 


tion of their duty at Thames 
Magistrates Court on 
Wednesday. 

The 38-year-old was found by 
medics rolling around half 
naked beside a bottle of tequila 
on April 1. 

Medics discovered the 
Lekavicius, who needed an 
interpreter in court, shouting 


and swearing outside a property 
in Harrow Road, also in 
Leytonstone. 

He then punched the para¬ 
medic and male police officer, 
named Pc Cooper, before biting 
Pc Labadie, tearing her skin, 

Lekavicius will be sentenced 
on May 28 to allow for further 
reports on his welfare.

Essex County FA Chief Exeeutive Phil Sammons 
has elaimed that loeal football is “in a mueh bet¬ 
ter plaee than many would pereeive” during his 
address whieh forms part of the Assoeiation’s lat¬ 
est Annual Report doeument, whieh marks the 
start of the yearly elub and league affiliation 
proeess for 2013/14. 

Former Grays Athletie and Hornehureh player 
Sammons, who heads up a 22-strong team at the 
County Offiee, also points towards a ‘report full 
of very positive figures, aehievements and devel¬ 
opments’ as staff prepare to proeess affiliations 
over the summer. 

With the introduetion of personal aeeident 
insuranee for grassroots players eoming up, as 
well as faeets of the Youth Development Review, 
Phil has re fleeted with optimism for the future. 

“This report is full of very positive figures, 
aehievements and developments whieh show 
football in a mueh better plaee than many would 
pereeive,” he stated in the report, whieh is avail¬ 
able online at www.essexfa.eom. 

“I guess, like everything in life, you have to 
draw your eonelusions from your own personal 
experienees. The game eontinually evolves and, 
to this end, I highlight three key developments 
whieh have taken plaee during the past year.” 

“The first is the new formats of youth football 


whieh will see 5, 7, 9 and 11-a-side football being 
played and the non-eompetitive aspeet being 
extended from under 7s and 8 s through to under 9s 
for season 2013/14. It will be through to under 1 Is 
by 2015/16. This will bring initial ehallenges in 
terms of faeilities, interpretation of ‘non-eompeti- 
tive’ and the general aeeeptanee of this developing 
the skill levels of our young players.” 

“The seeond is our involvement in the repeated 
substitutions pilot for adult football. This allows 
for five substitutes to be named, all of whom may 
be used, and a substituted player 
ean return to the field of a play as a substitute. 
The third is the aeeeptanee of 3G pitehes for 
eompetition matehes. Due to the terrible weather 
at the baek end of the year they beeame the only 
pitehes fit for play, and elubs were happy to play 
on them. Perhaps the future is 3G?” 

The elub and league affiliation proeess in Essex 
takes plaee between May and July eaeh year, and 
existing member elubs have until Monday 1st 
July to ensure their forms are returned in time for 
the fortheoming 2013/14 season. 

This is also the deadline for entries into one of 
the various County Cups, and to avoid a late affil¬ 
iation fee. 

New elubs will reeeive their paeks by the end of 
May, but prospeetive new elubs are still invited to 
eontaet the County Offiee to register their details. 
Three or four alternative names should be pre¬ 


pared in advanee in ease the first ehoiee is not 
available. 

There is no deadline for new elubs to affiliate, 
though eaeh league sets their own final date for 
membership approaehes. 

For 2013/14, elubs need to have ‘Personal Aeei¬ 
dent’ and ‘Legal (Publie) Liability’ insuranee 
before their affiliation ean be eompleted. The 
Essex County FA have pledged to eover the eosts 
of eaeh elub’s Publie Liability Cover at Step 
Seven of the National League System and below, 
worth £18 per elub, as well as agreeing to pay 
£15 toward Bluefin Personal Aeeident eover on 
behalf of all of the member elubs who require it. 

Existing elubs had their re-affiliation forms 
posted to them this week, ineluding an admission 
slip for the Annual General Meeting at the Essex 
Reeord Offiee in Chelmsford on Thursday June 6 
at 7:30pm for the transaetion of the ordinary and 
speeial business of the eompany. Attendanee at 
this meeting is not eompulsory for members.
